The Interstate Commerce Commission outlawed 
racial segregation of interstate passengers in trains, 
buses and railroad waiting rooms, and four southern 
states quickly thundered opposition to the civil 
rights ruling. 

The ICC order, which becomes effective January 
10, said, in part: “Negro passengers are entitled to 
be free of annoyances, some petty and some substan- 
tial, which almost inevitably accompany segregation 
even though railroads sincerely try to provide races 
with equally convenient cars and waiting rooms.” 

Hailed as another victory for the NAACP’s legal 
staff and a courageous ex-WAC, New York beauti- 
cian Sarah Keys, the decision specifically ordered of- 
ficials of 13 railroads and a bus company to comply 
with the new integration policy. But the historic 
ruling caused the South to speak out bluntly against 
it because of a complex problem of freeing Negroes 
traveling across state lines of their “Jim Crow” 
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status while enforcing local segregati 
laws for other Negroes traveling wit 
the state. 
Four states—Georgia, Alabama, Sou 
Carolina and Louisiana—vowed to res 
the order. Mississippi officials, on ti 
other hand, viewed the order as “not 
important” inasmuch as many carri 
. i have already lowered the color line on if

In Birmingham, a 30-year-old white man who took a 
Negro mechanic into the Seven Seas Restaurant for sup- 
per, was fined $25 and costs for disorderly conduct. The 
Negro was freed of similar charges. A restaurant employe 
testified that R. T. Dobbs of Chattanooga, Tenn., and 
23-year-old Eddie Lee Hawkins walked in and sat in a 
booth, although he explained they would have to leave 
under Alabama law. Instead, he alleged, Dobbs began 
cursing, arguing and denouncing segregation. “We almost 
had a riot,” the employe added.

Still standing on his feet, Courts noticed the blood, also 
felt a pain in his left side. “I knowed this was coming,” he 
said quietly. “Them whites said they would get me.” 

Running to the door, Mrs. Luton saw a gray and white 
car filled with four or five white men make a getaway. 
The driver looked back at her, she said, and she ducked 
behind the door frame. Because she can’t read, Mrs. Luton 
couldn’t get the license number. She ran next door for 
help. 

Bleeding profusely from wounds in his left arm and 
stomach, Courts nevertheless refused to allow friends to 
take him to the white Humphreys County General Hos- 
pital a block away, where Rev. Lee was pronounced dead 
seven months ago. “I’m afraid to go there” he insisted. | 
“Those whites shot me and they’ll finish me off at that 
hospital. I want to go to Mound Bayou, where my people 
will take care of me.” 

Although Belzoni Negro undertaker T. V. Johnson said 
he had “no driver” for his ambulance, Courts was still | 
determined to make the 75-mile journey to Mound Bayou

target, emptied a 32-caliber automatic pistol. 

Since there are no eyewitnesses to the shooting, Sheriff 
Ike Shelton, who tried to brush off the killing of Rev. Lee 
as the climax of an extra-marital affair, angrily refused to 
launch a probe of the case. He charged that “a yellow- 
colored” Negro apparently was the gunman and criticized | 
the NAACP for “running Courts to an out-of-town hospi- 
tal” without allowing any local doctors to examine him.

Attorney General Asked To Probe Miss. ‘Slave’ Case 

U. S. Atty.-Gen. Herbert Brownell was asked to deter- 
mine whether a Negro sharecropper who fled Mississippi 
after he was threatened by his white employers had been 
held in slavery. Artes Jones, who went to Illinois after 
béing charged by Mississippi authorities with obtaining 
money under false pretenses, told his story to Kenneth 
Douty, director of the Illinois Civil Liberties Union. Douty 
asked Brownell to investigate “for violations of the peon- 
age statutes.” 


Chicago Officials Held Liable For Riot Damages 
In a far reaching decision, the Illinois Appellate Court 
ruled that Chicago officials can be sued for injuries or 
damages suffered through mob violence. The court upheld 
the appeal of Wilbert K. Slaton, who sued the city for 
$10,000 for injuries received when he was stoned while 
driving through a riot-torn housing project eight years 
ago. Lawyers said the decision paved the way for addi- 
tional damage suits against the city from victims in the 
two-vear disturbance at Chicago’s Trumbull Park housing 
project.

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NAACP Gains 13% In South Despite Threats 

Despite intimidation and threats of economic re- 
prisals, NAACP membership has increased 13 per 
cent in the first 10 months of the year in Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, North and South Carolina and Mis- 
sissippi. NAACP officials in New York noted a 37 per 
cent increase in North Carolina and a one-third rise 
in Mississippi, where pressure has been most severe. 
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Finder Of $50,000 Cleared Of Theft In Dallas 

A 24-year-old Corsicana, Texas, laborer, Jackson Davis, 
who found $50,000 buried under the home of a Dallas cot- 
ton broker while working on a plumbing job there last 
February, was cleared of charges of stealing the money by 
a Dallas County grand jury. The remaining $45,000 of the 
money was held in escrow in a bank while several persons, 
including Davis, filed 
lawsuits claiming 
ownership.

Woman Injured By Prank Loses $1,500 Judgment 

A woman, who said she injured her back when fright- 
ened by a toy lizard tossed into her lap by a friend, lost 
a $1,500 judgment in Toledo Appeals Court. A jury had 
awarded Mrs. Mary Lewis the sum in a $15,000 suit brought 
against Mrs. Gussie Woodland and Mrs. Jessie Jones, wife 
of a minister. Mrs. Lewis said the women tossed the 
lizard as a joke. The appeals court upset the jury ruling 
on grounds that inadmissible evidence was presented 
during the original hearing. 


Maryland Gets First Negro Assistant U. S. Attorney 

In Baltimore, John R. Hargrove, Morgan State College 
and University of Maryland Law School graduate, was 
named assistant U.S. attorney and became the first Mary- 
land Negro ever to hold the post.

Minister Nabbed For Storming Bar, Shooting Gun 

A 39-year-old Philadelphia minister, Rev. Richard H. 
Monroe, was arrested by several squads of policemen after 
a bartender complained the minister pulled a gun and 
threw a tavern into panic by ordering drinks for every- 
body, then terrorized the neighborhood by firing 11 shots 
into the air while screaming, “Praise the Lord and pass 
the ammunition.” Bartender John Thorne said Rev. Mon- 
roe suddenly went berserk after ordering drinks for two 
hours, and that he ordered the minister to leave the 
tavern. Later, Thorne said Rev. Monroe returned, pointed 
a gun in the bartender’s face and told the patrons to “take 





all the whisky you want.” Hauled before a magistrate, | 


Rev. Monroe promptly fainted. Revived, he denied the 
bartender’s charges, claimed he was robbed of $155.

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PROPHET’S CASTLE FOR SALE; 











While Detroit’s Prophet James F. Jones was grandly an- 
nouncing plans to abandon his 54-room “French Castle” 
and move to a “more exclusive” neighborhood, members 
of his dwindling congregation were revealed to be des- 
perately trying to raise enough money to keep creditors 
from taking the roof from over the prophet’s head. 
Records show that the famed “French Castle” and three 
other buildings, including the Universal Triumph, the Do- 
minion of God temple, are in hock to Detroit businessmen 
and that at least $800 monthly must be paid on a $40,000 
debt or the prophet might lose everything—including his

City For $32,000 
Eight Moberly, Mo., Negro teachers, who claim they were 
fired from their jobs following desegregation because of 
their race, filed suits demanding $32,000 damages against 
the Board of Education and Superintendent of Schools 
Carl Anderson. The teachers asked $4,000 damages each. 
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LOUISVILLE ACTS ON INTEGRATION; 

The Louisville (Ky.) Board of Education accepted for 
consideration a tentative plan to end school segregation 
and to assign students to school districts “without regard 
to race.” The nine-point plan, submitted by Superin- 
tendent Omer Carmichael, would rule out “gerrymander- 
ing or other establishment of unnatural boundaries” 
when the city schools are desegregated next September. 
Meanwhile, the Lake County (Fla.) School Board dropped 
efforts to prove that the five children of orange picker 
Alien Platt had Negro blood because “expected evidence

A 65-year-old white farmer and his 39-year-old sun were 
sentenced to three-year and nine-month terms respective- 
ly by an all-white, all-male jury in Austin, Tex., for shoot- 
ing a Negro GI in the face. Otto Ludwig Sr. and his son 
Raymond, father of four children, were convicted in the 
shooting of 21-year-old Henry C. Roach, an Air Force 
veteran of the Korean War. Roach, a native of Indian- 
apolis, suffered the loss of an eye when half his face 
was shot away by a shotgun blast after the Ludwigs found 
him and 17-year-old Margaret Ann Satterwhite parked on 
a lonely road near the Ludwig farm. The elder Ludwig 
ordered them to leave the “Lovers Lane” and shot Roach 
as he started up the car. 


Condemned Slayer Of Stepdaughter Seeks New Trial 

A 35-year-old stepfather who was sentenced to the elec- 
tric chair for killing his 19-month-old stepdaughter by 
stuffing two bullets down her throat and then strangling 
her with a cord, sought a new trial in Nashville (Tenn.) 
Criminal Court. Ex-convict Jimmy Allen killed the baby 
in order to collect $2,234 life insurance last June 26. 


4 Die In Chicago Fire; Find Knife In Burned Body 
A 66-year-old grandmother, Mrs. Ella Camp, and her 
three grandchildren were found dead in their four-room 
Chicago home which was gutted by a fire, and police 
promptly arrested the woman’s two cousins after a coro- 
ner’s physician found a knife rammed into her neck. 
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Whites Resign From Club After Negroes Play 

Shortly after 10 Negroes played golf without incident 
on the Asheboro (N. C.) Municipal Course, 20 of 170 
white players resigned from the club. Other members 
threatened to quit, arguing that few of the Negro players 
were local men and that they were using the course as 
a “test case.” Later, Fletcher Williams, a Negro barbershop 
porter and bootblack, quit his job reportedly because he 
believed he was “being blamed” for taking Negro players 
to the Asheboro course. 


Negro High School Ties For D. C. Grid Title 

For the first time in history, a Negro football team rep- 
resented the Washington (D.C.) Public High School League 
in a city championship game. Cardozo, the Negro team 
that had won the public league title with a record of 7 
wins and 2 ties, tied Gonzaga, Catholic League champions, 
6-6 to emerge as city co-champions in the first year of 
competition under the Capital’s school-integration pro- 
gram. Quarterback Tom Stephens scored Cardozo’s lone 
touchdown before 18,000 fans in Griffith Stadium.

Bob Grier, substitute University of Pittsburgh fullback, 
may become the first Negro to play in the Sugar Bowl 
game at New Orleans, Fred Digby, general manager of 
the annual classic, said Pittsburgh was invited to play in 
the game “without conditions.” He said Pitt may play 
Grier and may sell tickets to Negroes. He said tickets will 
not be marked “for Caucasians” as in the past, but that 
the Sugar Bowl will reserve the “right” to refuse admit- 
tance to anyone. Pitt’s opponent will be either Georgia 
Tech, Auburn, Vanderbilt, or Mississippi. 


4 Negroes Make Writers’ All-America 

Four Negro players were named to the Football Writers 
Asso. All-American team. The players: Rommie Loudd, 
UCLA end; Hardiman Cureton, UCLA captain.and guard; 
Cal Jones, Iowa guard; and Jim Parker, Ohio State guard. 
The team was selected by vote of the FWA’s 780 member- 
writers. Iowa’s first two-time All-American, Jones also was 
voted the Football Writers’ Association Outland Award, 
which is presented annually to the player chosen best 
lineman in the nation. 
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Howard Leads Yankee Hitters In Orient 

Final statistics revealed that outfielder Elston Howard 
led New York Yankee hitters with a .411 average on 
their recent tour of the Orient. The Yankees left on the 
barnstorming tour several days after losing the World 


Series to Brooklyn. 


Sam Brown Sets New UCLA Rushing Record 

Sam (First Down) Brown, 21-year-old UCLA senior 
tailback, closed his Pacific Coast Conference career by 
establishing a new all-time school rushing record of 850 


yards in a season. Brown 
made the mark, post- 
season records disclosed, 
by gaining 150 yards in 
UCLA’s 17 to 7 victory 
over cross-town rival, 
University of Southern 
California.

me. I’ve seen the last of stuffy hotel rooms and grimy, 
fly-specked dressing cubicles backstage in theaters and 
night clubs all over the country. For the first time since 
I can remember, I have genuine peace of mind. I can 
begin living the personal life that was denied me as a 
name on a showbill. I’ll no longer be a creature of book- 
ing agents and night club operators. 


But don’t get me wrong. Night clubs aren’t at all bad. 
They’re just bad for me. I feel that in the scheme of 
things there is a definite place for night clubs and the sex 
and sensation that go with them. But it’s just not for me. 
I’ve another purpose in life and I’m beginning right now 
to pursue it. 

First of all, I’m leaving the tawdry glamour of Broad- 
way for a long rest with my family in California. They 
all know of my plans and approve of them. After spend- 
ing some time at home, I intend to enroll at Oakwood Col- 
lege in Huntsville, Ala., next January, where I’ll study 
toward a doctorate in religion and education.
